DEATH OF ZACHARIAH CHANDLER. 
The city was startled this forenoon, as] 
was the whole ration, by the telegraphic 
report that Hon. Zach Chandler was found 
dead in his bcd at the Grand Pacific hotel, 
m Chicago, at eight o’clock this morning 
No sooner had the sad news sped on the 
wings of lightning to all parts of the 
untry, than the telegraphic offices in 
Chicago were flooded with dispatches ask- 
ng whether or not the death of Mr. Chant’

But the news 
was too true,and Zachariah Chandler, the 
reat champion of liberty, one of the fore­ 
most of our public men, the great hater ot 
treason, and the man of tLc people, w as lo] 
more. 
On Thursday alternoon a id evening he] 
poke in Janesville, and aa his tall form 
rose upon the platform, the very picture ot

In 1857 he was elected to 
the United States Senate, and be and Jef 
ferson Davis stood side by side, an i each 
tojk a solemn oath that he would supper 
ihe Constitution and never prove a traitor 
to his country. Mr Chandler was twice 
re-elected to the Senate, serving continu 
ously irom 1357 to March 3,1875

879. His term would have expired on the 
J of March, 1881. 
The lite of Senator Chandler has been 
an eventful one. He begau life in a humble 
way in Michigan, a n i by his own tffjrt 
became a mao ol large Wealth and one of the] 
realest political leaders ol his time. From 
his early manhood he WPS bitterly hostile] 
to slavery and all forms of oppression. He 
was a staunch advocate of the broaden

people to his standard, he tells them he is 
bo warrior and no king, but only a mes- 
lenger of love to lost men, one that has 
oome to minister and die, but not to set up 
if restore the kingdom. 
Every expceta- 
lou tnai rises up to greet him, is repulsed; 
md yet, so great Is the power of his m an­ 
ger, that multitudes are held fast, and can 
uoi yield their confidence. 
Enveloped as 
ne is in the darkest mystery, they trust 
uim still; going alter him, hanging on his 
words, ss if detained by some charmed 
influence, which they cannot shake off or 
resist. 
Never was there a teacher that so 
unitormiy baiLied every expectation ol his 
lollowers, never one that was followed so 
persistently. 
Again, the singular balance of character 
displayed in the teachings of Jesus, indi­ 
cates and exemption from the standing 
luflrmity of human nature. Human opin* 
iou* are formed under a law that seems to 
je universal. First, two opposite extremes 
aru thrown up, in two appetite leaders or 
^artlet; then a third party enters, trying to 
Aud what truth they both are endeavoring 
o vindicate, aud ?eitle thus a View of the 
subject, teat includes the truth and clears 
ne one sided extremes which opposing 
words or figures, not yet measured in their 
•orce, had produced. It rciul’s, lo this 
nanntr, that no man, even the broadest 
to his apprehensions in ever at the point 
J tquilibrum as regards all subjects. Eyen 
[ihe ripest of us are continually falling into 
•>omc extreme, and lding our balance af­ 
terwards to be converted by some other 
who discovers our error, or that oi our 
school. 
But Christ was of no school or party 
and never went to any extreme—words 
could never turn him to a one-sided view 
>i any thing, 
'firs is the remarkable fact 
in at 
distingu’sh's him from any other 
known teacher of the world. 
Having 
nothing to work out in a word precess, but 
every thing clear rn the simple intuition of 
ais superhuman intelligence, he 
never 
pushes bunsen to any human eccentricity 
it does not even appear that he is trying 
bs we Jo, to balance oppciH'S and clear 
extravagances, but he does it, es one who 
can not Imagine a one-sided view of any 
.hing. He exposes the oppressions of the 
Pharisees in Mos* s’ seat, but, encouraging 
no factious resistant, says—“do as they 
command you.” His position es a reformer 
wts universal—according to his principles 
almost nothing, whether in 
church or 
state, or in social lite wes right—and yet 
ne is thrown into no antagonism against 
(ho world. How a man wi'l do, when he 
engages only in some one reiorm, acting 
from his own human force; the fuming, 
storming phrenzy, the holy rage and tragic 
-moke oi his violence, how he kindles 
igainst opposition, grows bitter and restive 
because of delay, an i finally comes to ma­ 
turity in a character thoroughly detestable 
—all this we know. 
But Christ, with all 
.ne world upon his hands, and reform to 
be carried in almost eveiy thing, is yet as 
quiet and cordial, and as little in the atti­ 
tude ot bittern' is or impatience, as if all 
acarti 
were 
with 
him, 
or 
the 
work 
already done: so p e l­ 
ted is the balance of his feeling, so intui­ 
tively moderated is it by a wisdom not 
human. 
We can not stay to sketch a full outline 
if this particular and sublime excellence, 
is it was displayed in Uib life. It will be 
seen as clearly in a single comparison or 
contrast, as rn many, or in a more extended 
inquiry. Take, then, for an example, what 
may be observed in his open repugnance 
o all superstition, combmed with his equal 
repugnance to what is commonly praised 
is a mode of liberality. He lived la a su­ 
perstitious age and among a superstitious 
people; He was a person oi low education, 
aud nothing, as we know, clings to the 
uneducated mind with the tenacity of a 
superstition. Lord Bacon, tor example, a 
man certainly of the very highest intellect 
aal training, was yet infested by supereti- 
ions too childish to be named with respect, 
iud which clung to him, despite of ail his 
philosophy, even to his death. But Christ, 
with do learned culture at all, comes forth 
out of Galilee, a9 pertectly clean of all the 
superstitions of his time, as it he had been 
[a disciple, from bis childhood, of Hume or 
Strauss. “ You children of superstition 
think,” he says,“ that those Galileans, whose 
blood Pilate mingled with their sacrifices, 
and those eighteen upon whom the tower 
in Siloam fell, must have been mosateis, to 
suffer such things. I tell you, nay ; but 
[except ye repent, ye shall all likewise 
perish.” To another company he says_ 
•‘You imagine, in your Pharisaic and legal 
morality, that the Sabbath of Moses stands 


at 


in the letter ; but I tell you that the Sab­ 
bath is made tor man, and not man for the 
Sabbath; little honor, therefore, do you 
pay to God, when you teach that it is not 
lawial to do good on this day. Your 
wasnings are a great point, you tithe herbs 
and seeds with a sanctimonious fidelity, 
would it not be as well for you teachers of 
the law, to 
a e respect to the 
weightier matters of justice, faith, and 
benevolence ?” 
I La.-, while Socrates, one 
of the greatest and purest of human souls, 
a man who has attained to many worthy 
conceptions of God, hidden from his idola­ 
trous countrymen, is constrained to sacrifice 
a ccck to Esculaplas, the uneducated Jesus 
lives and dies superior to every superstition 
of his time ; believing nothing because it 
is believed, respecting nothing because it 
is sanctified by custom and by human ob­ 
servance. Even in the closing ecene of 
his life, we sec his learned and priestly 
assailants refusing to go into the judgment 
hall ot Caiaph&9, lest they should be cere­ 
monially defiled and disqualified for the 
feast; though detained by no scruple at all 
ss regards the instigation of a murder I 
While he, on the Other hand, pitying their 
delusions, prays for them from his cross— 
Father, forgive them, for they know not 
what they do.” 
And yet Christ is no liberal, never takes 
the ground or boasts the distinction of a 
liberal among his countrymen, because it 
is not a part of his infirmity, in diretyering 
an error here, to fly to an excess there. 
His ground is charity, not liberality; and 
the two are as wide apart in their practical 
replications, as adhering to all troth and 
boing loose in all. Charity holds fast the 
minutest atoms of truth, as being precious 
and divine, offended by even so much as a 
thought ot laxity. Liberality loosens the 
terms of Irutn ; permitting easily and with 
careless magnanimity variations from it : 
consenting, as it were, in his own sov­ 
ereignty, to overlook or allow them ; and 
subsiding thus, ere long, into a licentious 
indifference to all trutn, and a general de­ 
fect 
of 
responsibility 
in 
re­ 
gard 
to 
i t 
Charity 
ex­ 
tends allowance to men ; liberality, to fal- 
iti s themselves; Charity takes tne truth 
to be sacred and immovable ; liberality 
allows it to be marred and maimed 
pleasure. 
es us in this respect from that unreverent, 
feeble laxity, that lets the errors be as good 
a9 the truths, and takes ic for a 9ign of in­ 
tellectual eminence, that one can be floated 
comiortabiy in the abys9< i of liberalism. 
J udge not,’’ He °ays, in holy charity, “that 
ye be not jndgrd;” and again, in holy ex 
actnc°s, “ whosoever shall break, or teach 
to break, one of these least commandments, 
shall be least in the kingdom of Qed ;” in 
the same way, ‘he thai is not with us, is 
against us 
and again, “he that is not 
against us, is for us ;’ 
in the tame way 
also, “ye titue mint, anise, and cummin ;” 
aud again, “ihuse things ought ye to have 
done, and not to leave the other undone ;” 
once more, too, in the same way, “he that 
is without sin, let him cast the first stone;” 
and agaiD, “go, and sin no more*” So 
m unificent and sublime, so plainly divine 
is tho balance of Jesus. Nothing throws 
him off tne center on which truth rests ; 
no prejudice, no opposition, no attempt to 
right a mi&iake, or rectify a delusion, or 
reiorm a practice: It this be human, I do 
not know, for one, what it is to be hu­ 
man. 
Again, it is a remarkable and eveQ su­ 
perhuman distinction of Jesus, that, while 
he is advancing doctrines so mr transcend­ 
ing all deductions ol philosophy, and open­ 
ing mysteries that defy ail numan poweis 
ol explic aion, he ii yet able to set his 
teacuingsin a form of simplicity, that ac­ 
commodates all c itie s ol minds. And 
this, tor the reason that he speaks dirt oily 
to men’s convictions themselves, without 
and apart from any learned and curious 
elaboration, such as the uncultivated can 
not follow. 
No oue of the great writers of 
antiquity had even propounded, es yet, a 
doctrine of virtue which the multitude 
could understand. It was taught as being 
the fair, cr the becoming, or something of 
that nature, as distant from all their appre­ 
hensions, and as destitute of motive power, 
ai it it were a doctrine of mineralogy. 
Considered as a gilt to the world at large, 
it wes tne gift of a stone, not of bread. 
But Jesus tells them directly, in a manner 
level to their understanding, what they 
want, what they must do and be, to inherit 
et 'mal life, and their inmost convictions 
answer to his words. Besides, his doctrine 
is cot so much a doctrine as a biography,
